(Jradnated  from  the  t’niversity 
fo  Chicago  in  l!)(t7,  he  ])nrsned  his  studies  for 
Holy  Orders  at  the  Western  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary,  taking  the  degree  of  S.  '1'.  B.  there  in  1!)1(). 
riie  same  year  he  was  ordained  deacon  and 
advanced  to  the  priesthood  hy  the  Bishop  of 
Chicago.  .Vfter  his  ordination  he  .served  at 
Christ  Church,  (  hicago,  St.  Christo])her's  at 
Oak  Bark,  Ilk,  and  Crace  ('hnrch,  ('hicago. 
In  l!)ld  he  was  called  to  he  the  first  Dean  of 
St.  Paul's  ('athedral.  Fond  du  T.ac.  During 
the  war  he  .servcsl  as  chai)lain  at  the  (ireat  Lakes 
Naval  Station.  President  Bell  is  well  known 
in  American  literary  circdes,  having  Been  a  con¬ 
tributing  editor  of  the  Cliri.stiati  Soriali.it  and  a 
frecpient  contributor  to  the  Atlantic  Montlih/.

j)leted.  Wc  arc  now  in  a  position  to  accept 


what  the  Church  atid  her  peoi)le  can  offer  in 
men  and  money. 

•Ml  present  ])lans  are  made  on  the  basis  of 
two  hundred  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  men  by 
l!)2.‘k  In  order  to  accomodate  the  steady  influx 
of  new  students,  it  is  ])lanned  this  coming  sum¬ 
mer  to  enlarge  the  Refec-tory,  to  erect  a  new 
.Vdministration  building  and  Dormitory,  and 
in  all  probability,  to  build  a  new,  np-to-date 
(lymnasium.  'Phe  fall  of  1921,  we  confidently 
feel,  will  find  St.  Ste])hen's  arrayed  with  these 
new  buildings.  'I'he  fall  of  192;!  will  find  over 
209  men  here  on  the  campus.  'I'hat  our  new 
president  will  accomplish  this,  we  thoroughly 
believe.

'I'he  |)latform  built  under  an  awning  cano|)y 
was  all  in  readiness  for  Wednesday  noon.  .Vfter 
a  .service  in  the  cha|)el  at  llH.j  the  grand  i)ro- 
ce.ssion  broke  up  at  the  platform  when*  tin-  de¬ 
grees  were  colder  "cd  and  the  prizes  given. 

Harry  J.  Strct(h  dcli\'crcd  the  salutatory  ad¬ 
dress  and  .Vlexandcr  Kccdwcll  was  valedictorian. 
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also  coinix'titor  and  winner  of  the  iMe\  iekar 
prize  in  oratory.  A  letter  from  the  Rev.  I’resi- 
(lent  W.  ('.  Ro(lf>:ers,  regretting  his  al)senee 

on  aeeonnt  of  illness,  was  read. 

The  Lnneheon  in  Preston  Hall  whieh  followed 
at  1:1a  was  a  huge  sneeess.  There  were  many 
famous  men  as  speakers  and  many  men  witli 
famous  si)eeehes,  and  when  the  time  came  to 
g<j  everyone  was  very  loath  to  leave. 

The  Commeneement  had  heeii  a  grand  one, — 
one  that  will  ever  remain  in  the  memories  of 
tho.se  who  .shared  it,  for  it  was  an  ohl-time  ('om- 
meneement  with  a  new-time  sj)irit.  It  posse.ssed 
the  s|)irit  St.  Stephen’s  has  always  instilled  in 
her  sons,  a  s])irit  wdiieh  has  earried  and  will  earry 
St.  Stephen's  vietorionsly  through  hard  times.

This  ivotice  to  amend  the  constitution  is  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  re])ort  of  the  committee  on 
the  admission  of  former  students  and  has  been 
duly  signed  by  the  required  number.

('ollege*,  Montrc*al,  with  honors  in  Latin  and 
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(irook.  Wliilo  takinf^  special  work  in  (ireek  at 
(he  rniversity  of  (’hieago.  lie  was  Hapti/i'd, 
( 'onfinned,  and  lieeaine  a  (’andidate  tor  Holy 
Orders.  After  attending  the  Western  Theologi¬ 
cal  Seminary  for  two  years,  he  was  ordained  hy 
the  Bishop  of  ('hieago.  lie  then  lieeame  rector 
of  St.  Matthew's  ('hnreh,  Evanston,  Illinois, 
where  he  Imilt  a  new  (’hnreh.  For  two  years 
he  studied  in  the  East,  part  of  the  time  at  Holy 
(’ross  Monastery,  and  then  as  (’nrate  at  St. 
John's  (’hnreh,  Staten  Island.  Then,  after 
two  years  as  instructor  in  Latin  and  (ireek  in 
the  Preparatory  Deiiartment  at  Nashotah 
IIou.se,  and  Instructor  in  (’hristian  Economies 
in  the  Seminary  it.self,  he  completed  his  work 
for  a  Doctor  of  Philo.sophy  Degree  at  the  Tni- 
versity  of  (’hieago;  and,  from  his  work  as  Pro- 
fe.ssor  of  Economies,  Sociology,  and  Mediaeval 
History  at  Rice  Institute,  Houston,  Texas,  he 
has  come  to  his  pre.sent  jxisition  at  St.  Stephen’s. 
Beside  his  work  as  professor  in  so  many  hranehes, 
he  is  gradually  gaining  fame  as  an  author.  His 
latest  work,  “The  Transtormatioii  of  Primitive 
( 'hristianity  from  an  Eseatologieal  to  a  Socio¬ 
logical  Point  of  View”  is  now  at  jiress,  hut  its 
publication  is  expected  in  the  near  future.

AVhen  the  whistle  blew  and  the  “fight”  was 
over,  every  one  went  home  confident  that  St. 
Stephen’s  this  year  had  an  entering  class  which 
[los.ses.sed  jilenty  of  “pep”  and  that  the  frosh 
liad  started  well. 
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ST.  STEIMIEX'S  (OLLECE,  at  thi.s  Iho 
hcgiiiiiing  of  aiiotlicr  .scholastic  year,  is 
facing  a  new  and  l)etter  day.  War,  that  terrihlc 
scourge  of  nations,  lias  |)as.sed  witli  all  itshorrors 
and  .sorrows  and  our  Country,  thank  (iod,  has 
hegun  to  .settle  her  internal  affairs  and  to  renew 
the  customs  and  iiursuits  of  iieaceful  times. 
Our  students  may  now  return  to  college  rea.son- 
ahly  sure  that  they  will  he  able  to  pursue  their 
studies  without  being  disturbed  by  the  di.scon- 
certing  shadow  of  uncertainty  wliieli  has  been 
onrs  for  the  past  two  or  three  years.  Then, 
too,  the  vision  of  the  “St.  Stejilien's  of  the 
future’’,  of  which  we  have  so  often  heard  in  such 
glowing  terms,  bids  fair  to  be  realized  under  the 
regime  of  President  Ihdl. 

.\t  many  different  times  during  the  few  trying 
years  just  |)ast,  the  outlook  for  St.  Stephen’s 
has  been  dismal  indeed;  apparent  lack  of  sup¬ 
port  by  the  Church,  due  probably  to  ignorance 
of  the  jilace  and  its  jiossibilit ies,  was  accompanied 
by  the  war,  drawing  as  it  did  upon  the  suiiply 
of  young  men  in  the  small  college  as  well  as  in 
the  great  university.  Many  of  our  friends  and 
some  of  the  student  body  grew  iiessimistic  at 
times  concerning  the  very  existence  of  our  Col¬ 
lege.  .\l  last  something  definite  was  accomplish¬ 
ed.  'I’he  Provincial  Synod,  representing  the 


diocese  of  Xew  \’ork  and  XTw  Jersey,  recognized 
St.  Sle|)hen’.s  as  a  provincial  institution,  and 
many  encouraging  plans  were  made;  but  the 
carrying  out  of  the.se  jilans  was  jirevented  by 
the  continuation  of  the  war.  Then  came  ble.ssed 
])eace;  our  Country  had  emerged  vietorious 
from  the  most  brutal  war  of  history,  and  our 
beloved  College,  through  the  mercy  of  (lod, 
still  lived. 

Xow  the  ])eriod  of  reconstruction  is  upon  us; 
while  the  nation  at  large  is  bu.sy  at  adjustment 
and  is  with  difhculty  resuming  the  res])onsibih- 
ties  of  |)eaceful  times,  we,  a  small  part  of  the 
nation,  must  be  awake  to  the  demands  of  the 
new  day.  If  is  up  to  every  man  in  College  to 
put  his  shoulder  to  the  wheel  aud  do  his  share 
in  making  St.  Stei)hen’s  the  larger  and  better 
place  for  which  we  have  all  so  earnestly  hoped. 
We  must  put  aside  the  small  and  ignoble  and 
strive  for  the  higher  things  in  our  College  life. 
We  must  make  St.  Ste|)heTi’.s  in  very  truth  an 
institution  of  “sound  learning  and  a  bulwark 
of  the  holy  Catholic  Church,” — and  the  only 
way  we  can  do  thi.s  is  to  give  onr  heartiest  co¬ 
operation  to  everything  that  is  attempted  or 
done  for  the  betterment  and  advancement  of 
the  College.  Let  us  |)ut  down  as  unworthy  of 
men  all  tho.se  petty  jealousies  and  politics  that 
so  easily  gain  their  way  into  our  daily  life  here. 
Let  us  be  less  ready  to  criticise  or  condemn  our 
superiors  and  our  fellows;  let  us  show  ourselves 
to  be  ind)ued  with  a  true  college  .si)irit;  and  above 
all,  let  ns  i)rove  ourselves  worthy  of  the  renewed 
interest  and  supj)ort  of  tho.se  without  our  walls.

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Athletics  at  St.  Stephen’s 

A 'I'  tlie  l)('»iiiiiiiig  of  the  new  ref^iine  it  is  very 
evident  that  atliletic-s  are  to  i)lay  an  ex¬ 
tremely  iin])ortant  i)art  in  the  life  of  the  students 
of  St.  Stei)hen's  ('o!le<>e.  President  Bell  has 
shown  that  he  considers  a  healthy  hody  one  of 
the  |)rime  recinisites  for  a  .soutid  mind  and  spirit. 
One  of  the  most  im])ortant  phases  of  his  i)olicy 
is  his  (■amj)aifin  for  the  building  of  a  new  gym¬ 
nasium  in  the  near  future,  a  building  .sorely 
ne(‘ded  by  the  college  for  many  years  ])ast.  d'o 
])rovide  for  immediate  needs,  sums  of  money 
have  been  expended  for  football  accessories,  a 
new  tennis  court  has  been  added  to  the  three 
already  in  u.se,  and  a  court  has  been  built  for 
basket-ball,  volley-ball,  and  hand-ball. 

In  order  to  make  athletics  a  matter  of  interest 
and  benefit  to  all,  the  President  has  seen  fit  to 
re(|uire  that  every  man  in  ('ollege,  with  the  ex- 
ce])tion  of  tho.se  excu.sed  by  the  college  ])hysician, 
must  i)articipate  in  games  at  least  three  after¬ 
noons  a  week.  It  has  been  rather  hard  for  the 
men  to  adjust  themselves  to  this  .schedule,  but 
no  donbt  it  may  be  more  easily  done  as  time 
go('s  on. 

Under  the  leader.ship  of  iNIr.  Roger  Daniels, 
our  new  physical  director,  an  extensive  program 
in  the  field  of  athletics  will  be  c-arried  out  this 
year,  .\lready  in  the  short  perioil  of  his  work 
here,  he  has  j)roduced  a  football  squad,  and  ar¬ 
rangements  have  been  made  for  games  with 
some  of  the  colleges  and  universities.  Immedi¬ 
ately  after  the  close  of  the  foot-ball  season,  it 
is  planned  to  have  a  strong  basket-ball  team 
which  will  take  part  in  intercollegiate  activities. 
In  the  spring,  Mr.  Daniels  intends  to  |)roduee 
one  of  the  fastest  base-ball  teams  in  the  memory 
of  St.  Stei)hen'.s  and  a  |)ros])erous  .season  is  ex- 
pect<‘d. 

The  Athletic  Outlook 

A  rilld”ri(’S  at  St.  Stephen’s,  under  the 
policy  of  the  new  President,  aims  toward 
the  physical  well  being  of  every  member  of  the 
undergraduate  body  rather  than  toward  the 
.system  of  intensive  training  in  major  s])orts 
for  a  limif(‘d  few.  .\nd  with  this  aim  in  mind, 
one  of  the  first  steps  taken  was  to  secure  a  com¬ 


petent  college  physician  and  surgeon  to  pass 
upon  the  physical  condition  of  each  man  and 
from  the  results  of  these  examinations  to  set 
forth  the  ty])e  of  athletics  for  the  individual 
to  engage  in. 

The  general  direction  of  the  present  athletic 
program  is  under  Mr.  Roger  Daniels,  who  comes 
to  St.  Stei)hen's  from  the  .Vriny  Y.  ^[.  (’.  .V.  in 
which  he  .served  during  the  war  period.  Foot¬ 
ball  and  basketball  are  the  two  major  s])ort.s 
for  the  fall  and  winter.  The  football  s(piad 
mimbers  some  twenty-five  men  out  of  a  student 
body  of  forty-five  and  shows  promi.se  of  good 
material.  The  schedule  of  games  for  this  year 
is  to  be  light  and  with  minor  teams,  |)rincipally 
for  the  reason  that  there  has  been  a  lai).se  of  two 
years,  and,  while  the  men  on  the  s(piad  are  wil¬ 
ling,  few  of  them  know  anything  about  the  rudi¬ 
ments  of  the  game,  let  alone  its  fine  points;  so 
it  would  be  folly  under  the  conditions  to  make 
the  i)resent  .season  anything  but  a  jireparatory 
one  for  next  year.  Walter  F.  Hoffman,  captain 
of  the  team  is  the  only  mend)er  of  the  scpiadwho 
wears  the  St.  Stephen’s  “S”,  and  has  been  a 
great  aid  in  whi])i)ing  the  scpiad  into  shaix*.  The 
first  game  with  Poughkeepsie  High  School  result¬ 
ing  in  a  13  to  !)  victory  for  Poughkeepsie  is  in 
no  way  indicative  of  the  strength  of  weakness 
of  the  team.  Simmons,  a  freshman  who  was 
.scheduled  to  play  (piarter  on  the  team,  was 
taken  to  Rhinebeck  with  a|)pendicitis,  and  Hin¬ 
ton,  another  freshman  who  with  Simmons  played 
end  on  St.  Paul’s  team  last  year,  was  out  with 
a  i)ulled  tendon.  Dickerson  played  (piarter 
for  the  first  time  in  his  life  and  after  only  three 
days  jiracti.se.  Unfamiliarity  with  the  jihiys 
and  the  game  was  the  cause  of  the  showing  made 
and  much  was  learned. 

The  wi.seness  of  the  present  .system  of  physical 
examinations  was  shown  in  the  case  of  Otto 
Simmons.  Slightly  injurcul  playing  football 
he  came  iq)  for  examination  before  Dr.  (’ooking- 
ham,  the  college  surgeon,  and  it  was  found  that 
he  was  suffering  from  acute  appendicitis  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  bump  on  his  head  n'ceived  on  the 
football  field,  and  al.so  had  had  ty|)hoid  fever 
for  several  days  prior  to  his  coming  to  college. 
Proinjit  medical  attention  was  responsible  for 
an  ojieration  and  tri'atment  that  probably  .saved 
his  life. 

.Vs  in  former  years  there  is  again  luaird  the 
rumor  of  a  gymnasium.  But  this  time  President 
Bell  makes  the  assertion  that  the  building  will 
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actually  l)c  iiiidcr  way  hclorc  the  year  is  out. 
'I'weuty  five  tlioiisaud  dollars  for  the  i)rojeet 
is  ill  hand  aiul  the  rest  of  the  luoiiey  will  he  forth- 
eoiuiuf>:.  A  new  tenuis  court  is  heiug  made, 
the  Kulexiau  court  is  heiiifi;  made  over,  the  K. 
(J.  X.  court  is  heiu^’  resurfaced,  and  a  new  out¬ 
door  hasket-hall  court  has  heen  graded  ami  laid 
out,  thus  giving  new  ami  better  o|)|)ort unit ies 
for  tennis  and  hasket-hall. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  .satisfactory  skating  rink 
can  he  arranged  for  this  winter  which  will  mean 
undergraduate  hockey  teams,  it  heiug  out  of 
the  (|uestiou  to  think  of  comjietition  in  this  sport 
with  outside  teams  this  year.  There  is  no  small 
amount  of  talk  couceruiug  hasehall  heard  on 
the  camimseveu  at  this  early  date,  when  a  world 
series  is  winding  up  the  current  .season  and  the 
outlook  for  a  varsity  team  in  this  sport  is  good. 

('ompulsory  athletics  is  on  the  iirogram  this 
year  which  means  that  every  man  at  college 
must  engage  in  .some  outdoor  exercise  even  if 
it  only  amounts  to  calest  heiiics.  With  the 
|)roject  of  a  nad  gymnasium  next  year,  com- 
juilsory  athletics  will  take  on  auotlu'r  angle.
